CYPRESS PARK - An armed man who barricaded himself inside a residence in Cypress Park was 
flushed out with tear gas today and taken into custody, police said. 

The suspect fled to the residence in the 2600 block of Merced St. in Cypress Park around 8 p.m. 
Thursday after being pursued on foot by Los Angeles police anti-gang officers, said LAPD Sgt. Wyne 
Guillary. 

Guillary said members of the anti-gang unit noticed the suspect brandishing a firearm on a street and 
gave chase. He was followed to what was believed to be a single-family residence on Merced, and the 
SWAT team was summoned around 11:45 p.m., he said. 

Residences around the location were evacuated, and the suspect was taken into custody around 3 a.m., 
Guillary said. No one was hurt during the operation, he said.

LINCOLN HEIGHTS, LOS ANGELES (KABO) - 

A Lincoln Heights woman and her dog were attacked by two pit bulls, but the two attacking dogs are still 
roaming the neighborhood nearly a month later. L.A. Animal Services is investigating. 

Sylvie Cogranne says she and her poodle "Milou" are lucky to be alive after being viciously attacked by 
two pit bulls last month. Cogranne says Milou needed well over two dozen stitches and she nearly lost 
her hand in the attack. 

Cogranne says the nightmare happened at 3 a.m. on Friday, June 13. She says she heard dogs barking 
in the neighborhood and when she opened her side door to see what was going on, the pit bulls were at 
her doorstep. 

"Two pit bulls were right there and grabbed my dog and started pretty much chewing on him," said 
Cogranne. "I put my hand to protect my dog and me and that's when he bit my hand. I threw my dog 
inside the house and the dark dog came inside the kitchen and I'm on the floor fighting the dog. I kicked 
him, and, I don't know how, but it just left after that. It was following the other dog." 

Cogranne says if the dogs had not stopped the attack, she fears she and her dog could have been 
killed. She says the dogs dug a hole underneath their fence and got into her yard. 

People in the neighborhood say the dogs regularly get out of their yard, and they are afraid to walk in the 
area. 

Cogranne says two days after the attack, Animal Control came to her home and took a report, and 
despite numerous call to them, she says no one will tell her anything. 

L.A. Animal Services told Eyewitness News in a statement Tuesday that "there is an open case and 
hearing pending." 

Animal Control officials say if you suffer a dog bite in the city of Los Angeles, report the incident to Los 
Angeles Animal Services for investigation by calling the shelter closest to you to speak with the officer in 
charge. They say the department will investigate and help get truly dangerous dogs off the streets.

Oppose Scholl Canyon Landfill Expansion 
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Your voice is needed now to protect Eagle Rock's quality of life. The board of The Eagle Rock 
Association (TERA) voted at our June meeting to oppose Glendale's proposed expansion of the Scholl 
Canyon Dump. The clear threat of increased air pollution in Eagle Rock is one cause for alarm. Now we 
ask your help to stop this dangerous dump expansion. 

The Issue: The City of Glendale has released a draft Environmental Impact Report (EIR) and is seeking 
comment on proposed expansion of the dump, which includes two variations for the proposed project: a 
vertical expansion only (Variation 1) and a vertical and horizontal expansion (Variation 2). Variation 1 will 
extend the life of the dump by 13 years. Variation 2 will extend the dump's longevity by 19 years. Scholl 
Canyon dump is currently scheduled to close in 2021. 

The Impact: 

• "Unavoidable adverse impacts related to local air quality" even after mitigation, according to the draft 
EIR. 

• Increased diesel exhaust from the hundreds of dump trucks entering the dump each day, leaving 
nearby residents breathing concentrated levels of diesel exhaust. 

• A garbage high-rise of 180 additional feet, or 14 stories tall! 

• Increased traffic-related noise for residents near Scholl Canyon Road between Ventura (134) Freeway 
and the 7800 block of N. Figueroa. 

• Adverse impact to the nesting habitat of some birds protected under the federal wildlife law, according 
to the draft EIR.

At our upcoming August 5 meeting, the Eagle Rock Neighborhood Council will vote to send a letter in 
response to the draft Environmental Impact Report (EIR) that was recently published about the potential 
expansion of the Scholl Canyon Landfill in Glendale.

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What is This "EIR" You Speak Of? 

The draft Environmental Impact Report (EIR) is the result of a years-long study by the Sanitation 
Districts of Los Angeles County, of the potential impacts of expanding the Scholl Canyon landfill. The 
EIR presents the pros and cons of several expansion scenarios, and also includes the option of not 
expanding the landfill at all. (In all of the scenarios, the landfill will eventually close for good; it's just a 
matter of when.)

If you care about this issue, you really should explore the whole EIR, since it contains photos of the 
potential visual impact on Eagle Rock, as well as discusses the "no-build" option. 


But Isn't Scholl Canyon in Glendale? 

Why Should I Care? 

The landfill may be in Glendale, but access is through Eagle Rock - specifically, the 134 West offramp 
by the Eagle Rock Recreation Center, and the stub of north Figueroa that becomes Scholl Canyon 
Road, are the heavily-used "front door" to the dump. Trucks rumble through here all day, every day, 
carrying refuse to the dump - which is not open to City of L.A. residents. 

(The back door to the dump, if there were one, would be the lovely Glendale neighborhood of Glenoaks 
Canyon. No garbage trucks go through here, nor will they ever.) 

The EIR lists all the health and environmental effects of extending the dump's life by a decade or more. 
These are cumulative, since daily use of the landfill would remain the same. An immediate effect of 
expansion, however, would be aesthetic: a section of the ridge behind the 134 Freeway, and the visual 
backdrop of our main drag of Colorado Boulevard, is the back side of the dump. This is the area that 
would be expanded, and the visual impacts of increased vehicular traffic and night-time lighting on Eagle 
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Rock are some of the issues discussed in the EIR.

If you go to only one meeting, this should be it: On Thursday, July 31, there will be an important public 
informational meeting at the Eagle Rock Rec Center, 1100 Eagle Vista Drive, hosted by Councilmember 
Huizar. (Starting time is TBA; we assume it will be 6 or 7 pm.) Personnel from the City of Glendale will 
be there to answer your questions.

AUGUST 5 - ERNC MONTHLY MEETING 

At this meeting, the ERNC will vote to send an official response, on behalf of Eagle Rock, to the EIR. 
We'll recap the July 31 meeting for those who couldn't attend, and listen to your comments. 

AUGUST 29 - COMMENT PERIOD DEADLINE 

Earlier in the summer, both Councilmember Huizar and the ERNC sent letters asking that the comment 
period for the EIR be lengthened, so that Eagle Rock could weigh in on the EIR. The City of Glendale 
and the Los Angeles County Sanitation Districts agreed to extend the deadline, twice; the new deadline 
for comments is August 29. Note that the deadline listed on the City of Glendale site is still July 31; 
however, comments will be accepted until August 29.
